D emocrats conferred late into the 
night before emerging w ith a plank 
pledging the party to the support 
of both federal and state old age 
pensions but making no specific 
mention of the "ham and eggs” plan. 
“For purposes of uniformity, pen­ 
sions in their entirety should be fi­ 
nanced and adm inistered by the fed­

government,”

In addition, the governm ent de­ 
creed that inhabitants of almost 
the entire Sudeten area m ust su r­ 
render all arm s and amm unition in 
their possession w ithin 24 hours or 
go to prison for term s of from one 
month to five years.

"Any person who did not yote at 
either the August primary or the 
general election two years ago must 
re-register if he or she wishes to 
vote November 8th. September 29th 
is the deadline for re-reglstering."

A. J. McFadden, of Santa Ana, 
president of the State Chamber of 
Commerce, who urged all Califor­ 
nians to determine dennitely that 
they were properly registered so 
they may vote. 
To register, the prospective voter 
must be 21 years of age, a citizen 
of the United States, a resident of 
California for one year, of the same 
county for ninety days and of the 
precinct for forty days preceding 
the election.

PERPETUAL ADDITIONAL TAXES 
FOR JAYSEE 


The School Board reports th a t there is a law. Sec­ 
tion $376. th a t prevents any ju n io r college district 
from charging tuition for any stu d en t over 18 years 
of age who, in the judgm ent of the principal is cap­ 
able of profiting from the instruction offered in the 
junior college. 
If th is be the las}’, then there is a very strong addi­ 
tional reason why the people of S an ta A na would be 
only greatly and perpetually adding to th eir already 
heavy tax burden to add an a ttra c tiv e building to 
a ttra c t m ore o u t-o f-state stu d en ts and, thus, reduce 
th eir own w ages and living stan d ard s by increasing 
taxes. 
To have a law like th is on the sta tu te books, 
certainly is anything but com plim entary to the legis­ 
lato rs or the school lobbyists who obtained the p ass­ 
age of a bill pf this nature. 


LABOR INITIATIVE NO. 


On N ovem ber 8. the voters will be perm itted to 
vote on 25 am endm ents to the C onstitution and prop­ 
ositions In proposed law s for the State of California. 
One of the most im portant of these laws is the 
labor initiative to r the purpose of protecting the 
rig h ts of m inorities. 
It perm its peaceful picketing and defines it. It 
perm its pickets to peacefully persuade others not to 
w ork for or patronize th eir em ployer, It perm its em ­ 
ployees to organize and bargain collectively, free 
from interference by anyone. It perm its em ployees 
to strike a t any tim e for any reason. 
It specially prohibits interference w ith the free 
use of the highw ays and wharve*. It prevents m ass 
picketing by lim iting the num ber of pickets. It pre­ 
v en ts those not employed from picketing. It orevents 
coercion and intim idation of em ployees. It prevents 
secondary boycotts. 
It 
prevents 
unions 
from 
the 
rig h t to refuse to handle w hat is known as "hot 
cargo.” It prevents sitdow n strikes. 
All these prohibitions, it seems, are m ost desirable. 
It does not in any way in terfere w ith the production 
and creation of w ealth but it docs attem pt to restrict 
and m ake difficult the interference with production 
of w ealth. Its passage should go a long way, if public 
opinion would enforce the law, to greatly increase 
production and raise the standard of living of all 
the people. 
The colum ns of The R egister are open for any c it­ 
izen who believes th a t thte law should not be passed 
to express an opinion. 
The voters will all receive complete texts of these 
25 initiatives and those, of course, who do not agree 
w ith The R egister can read the presentation* for and 
ag ain st and m ake their own decisions. 


A BETTER PLAN THAN GREEN’S 
30 HOURS A WEEK 
W illiam Green. P resid en t of the A m erican F ed era­ 
tion of Labor, before the International Typographical 
Union a t B irm ingham , is quoted as offering a 30-hour 
week as a solution and challenges econom ists to "ac­ 
cept our plan or provide a better one.” 
T here is, of course, no one authorized to speak for 
the econom ists as a group, but anyone who has em ­ 
ployed labor for a q u a rte r of a century and also has 
m ade a serious a ttem p t to digest such logical w riters 
on econom ic history as the g reat Englishm an. Edw ard 
Gibbon and H erb ert Spencer, such Frenchm en as 
A doiphe Thiers, such G erm ans ae Oswald Spengler, 
such S paniards as O rtega Y. G assett, such A m ericans 
as W illiam G raham Sum ner and John W. Burses*, 
certain ly would suggest th at, instead of more law s re­ 
strictin g production we re tu rn as nearly as possible, 
to th e com petitive system . And we learn from these 
g re at th in k ers th a t ju st to the degree we approach 
the com petitive system , th ere is less and less unem ­ 
ploym ent and g re ate r initiative a.nd production; and 
th a t there is bound to be unem ploym ent when we re­ 
cede from the free com petitive system , by any m eans 
w hatsoever, such a s the m isuse of banking credit, ta r ­ 
iffs, discim inatory tax es on any production or a r­ 
ticle, or any o th er governm ent restriction, or as 
W illiam Green h as beeen dem anding by the cloned 
shop contracts, se ttin g w ages on an artificial basis 
so th a t one product cannot be traded freely and fairly 
for another product. 


Business, or em ploym ent, is sim ply an exchange 
or trade of services or things. 


A Sim ple Illustration 
Let us give one concrete illustration a s to the cause 
of unem ploym ent, elim inating money and credit and 
reduced to tw o th in g s so th a t the business of ex­ 
change m ay be easily grasped. It is too difficult to 
grasp when there are th o u san d s of d ifferent things 
to trade and w hen we have m oney and credit to 
complicate the u n d erstan d in g of unem ploym ent 
Let us suppose th a t all people w ant are coats and 
pants; that one m an could m ake tw o pairs of pants 
to one coat and th a t tw o pairs of p ants exchanged 
equally and freely for one coat; and there never could 
be a large enough supply of these coats and pants be­ 
cause the styles w ere constantly changing so the 
w orkers alw ays w anted new ones. Then, in a free 
m arket, men could w ork as long as they w anted to, 
provided they were capable and w illing to work at 
producing w hichever w as w anted. 
Lim iting O utput Begins 
Now suppose th a t those m aking pant* get some 
interference of over-extending credit or discrim inatory 
tax or some labor organizer persuades those m aking 
p an ts th at by a com bination of the pantm akers they 
can force the coatm akens to give a coat for one pair 
of pants. Im m ediately the m akers of coats would pro­ 
test working twice as long m aking a coat as a pair 
of pants and the m akers of p ants would have to use 
force or intim idation to prevent some of the coatm ak-

MINIMUM WAGES AND HOURS IN THE STATES 
(Atlanta, Ga., Constitution) 
Bino* the passage of the * age-hour law by co n ­ 
t r a s during the early Bummer—a law which applies 
to labor only as it relates to the m an u factu rin g of 
food* moving in in terstate com m erce—m uch a tte n ­ 
tion has been directed to the adoption of sim ilar 
laws in the various states. 
The m ovem ent w as well 
under way in 19.1, a t which tim e the suprem e court 
of the U nited States declared the law' in the D is­ 
tric t of Colum bia unconstitutional. 
T his had the 
effect of retarding th** m ovem ent, tem porarily, in the 
States. 


On M arch 29, 1937, however, the sam e court re ­ 
versed its previous decision and, a t the sam e tim e, 
upheld the m inim um wage law in the sta te of W ash ­ 
ington. 
The m ovem ent was thereby given new life 
nd, up to the present time, 25 states, the D istrict of 
Columbia and Puerto Rico have such law s, 
Among 
these are three southern states, A rkansas, K entucky 
and L ouisiana; 12 w estern states, three m idw estern 
states, and seven eastern industrial states. 
Most of these laws apply exclusively to women 
and minors. 
They are still more or less in the 
experim ental stage. 
Those In A rkansas, 
Nevada, 
South D akota and Puerto Hico apply to women only. 
The law in Oklahom a was the first atte m p t to reg ­ 
ulate tin' m inim um wages of men. 
It was declared 
constitutional by the state district court, hut due to 
••technical defects” the court issued an injunction 
against it* enforcem ent as it applied to men and 
m inors. 
The law now aw ait* redrafting and re ­ 
view by the higher court. 
Thus the process g ra d ­ 
ually m oves along. 
P resent w age-hour lav ” are of two distinct types. 
Jn A rkansas. N evada and Mouth Dakota, for ex­ 
amples, the m inim um wage is set forth in the statu te 
itself. 
But an industrial w elfare commission has the 
pow er to revise and ad ju st this wage.

road unions and the C.I.O. to establish w ages th a t 
require less energy to produce a finished product 
than w hat is required w hen there is no artifical wage 
or credit extention and th e result is th a t th is free 
exchange of the products of labor is retard ed and 
we have million* of men out of work. And they 
are not out of w ork because they do not w an t and 
need the products of o th er m en’s labor b u t only 
because of such th in g s as above m entioned th ro w ­ 
ing free exchange out of balance. 
A nd, retu rn in g to the pant and coat Illustration, if 
the coat m en unionized and lim ited their o u tp u t and 
dem anded that, they m ust have two pair* of p an ts 
for one coat and declared th a t they m ust w ork only 
four hours a day, instead of eight, and the p a n t­ 
m akers do the sam e, both the m akers of coats and 
p an ts would receive only half a* m any of the com ­ 
fo rts of life as they would if there were no artificial 
interference. And then who' would be the gainer? 
T he colum ns ot this paper are open to W in. Green 
or any of his rep resen tativ es to give any evidence as 
to how lim iting hour* or collective bargaining can 
perm anently benefit ail the workers. 


is m anufacturing costs, fluctu atin g m arkets and the 
cost of living. 
M easured by the law s now in effect, and the ex­ 
perience thus far attain ed , it is believed im p ractic­ 
able to set up m inim um w ages and hours by statu te, 
to become effective on a given date, with violations 
to be punished by fine or im prisonm ent, w ithout 
taking into consideration all the related factors c re ­ 
ated by economic law. 
Presum ably, then, creation 
of so-called im partial bodies, with power to “revise 
and ad ju st,” is recognized as the m ost p ractical 
m ethod of m aking these experim ental law s w o rk ­ 
able, a s well as m aking them acceptable to both 
labor and Industry. 
Those sponsoring the federal 
statu te eventually were forced to concede th is fact. 
B ut the danger of delegating pow er to m ake or 
break industry and labor to 48 politically-appointed 
and influenced bodies, w ith the overlording 49th in 
W ashington, is too obvious to be passed over by the 
average A m erican w orker. 
It forbodes ill for the 
future. 
Instead of encouraging the desired peace 
betw een the tw o factions, now so necessary to p er­ 
m anent economic recovery, such laws, such bodies, 
bureaus and copnnissions, actu ally point the way to 
perpetual strife. 
E very little ripple on the econom ic 
surface, will, in all 
probability, be a signal 
for 
revision, for read ju stm en ts 
upw ard or dow nw ard, 
depending upon the point of view or the faction 
m ost affected thereby. 
Ind u strial peace will th e re ­ 
by become a com parative rarity .

Colonel H arry 
S. 
Berry 
for 
three years has

WPA A dm inis­ 
trator for Tennessee. He mu t not 
be confused with Senator George 
Berry of Tennessee. They are not 
related. Colonel Berry was a colonel 
in th* World War. and was for some­ 
tim e State Highway Commissioner 
for Tennessee. 
“For the past three years,” says 
Colonel Berry, “I have been on the 
receiving end of this relief business, 
and my observations ar* based otv 
that 
experience.’’ 
Colonel 
Berry 
added that there has been little or 
no improvem ent in the relief situa­ 
tion in the State since the dark days 
of 1935. “We have more than flO.OOO 
families certified today,” he says, “and 
this num ber is increasing by more 
than 1000 a week. 
“Since the beginning of the NRA” 
•ays the State Adm inistrator, “there 
has been a constant effort on the part 
of Congress to increase wages by 
legislation, and every effort hat been 
m arked by the displacement of a 
man with a machine, because the em 
ployer cannot pay a worker in ex ­ 
cess of his productivity, and when 
the machine produces more than the 
man, th* man must go. In some In* 
•tar cee mills have been forced to 
clos* because of wagea-houra legisla­ 
tion, 
“Th* reason so many of these social 


laws bearing upon the economic life 
have failed to m eet the expectations 
of the law-m akers is that Congress 
has not w ithin its power to make a 
law function that ta in conflict with 
the fundam ental law of supply and 
demand. In all of these instances the 
effect of an increased wage has been 
to better the condition of some, and 
to throw others on th* relief roils.” 
Colonel B erry’s very able state­ 
m ent of the practical effects of raising 
wages by law is based on an intel­ 
ligent com prehension of the laws of 
economics and the laws of business. 
He here exposes in a very effective 
way the economic quackery that has 
dom inated the Adm inistration in its 
business policies. 
The theory that business can be 
forced by law to pay labor mort tha-i 
the value of its productivity is nothing 
less than erude economic quackery. 
The business man in the fleld of com­ 
petition has no optiou. He can’t fix 
the m arket price for his product!. Th* 
price is Axed by natural forces over 
which he has no control. He must 
keep the cost of production (and 
labor is the cheif evil) at a level that 
will enable him to avoid a loss in the 
sale of his goods. To pay more than 
the market value for any factor in 
production will in the end destroy his 
business. Every business man knows 
this. 
For an Administration In the midst 
of a depression with 12.000.000 work­ 
ers unemployed to pass a law pro­ 
hibiting millions of untrained work­ 
ers from taking jobs that they might 
get under freedom of contract is a 
conspicious example of the hazards 
that ignorance in the saddle brings to 
the life of a nation. For the govern­ 
ment to deny to American citizen* 
the inalienable right to work—to go 
on th* open market and sell their 
services at the market price — and 
thereby force them to surrender their 
priceless American independence and 
join the ranks of dependent and men­ 
dicant classes inflicts an unwarranted, 
unnecessary and irreparable injury 
on millions of citizens, there la no 
tort of Justification for this
